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LIBRARY  TRUSTEE'S  REPORT 


The  Trustees  of  the  Pablic  I,ibrary  present  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  3^ear  : 

During  the  year  144  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
library,  of  these  21  volumes  were  given  by  the  state,  and 
123  purchased  by  the  trustees.  They  include  5  books  of 
travel,  i  essays,  7  poems,  2  history.  7  science,  3  biogra- 
phy, 33  juvenile,  83  fiction,  3  miscellaneous.  The  circula- 
tion of  books  is  steadily  increasing,  and  most  of  the  books 
are  in  good  condition.  The  rural  schools  have  been  sup- 
plied with  books  each  school  term ;  also  an  assortment 
has  been  placed  in  the  reading  room  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
where  they  have  been  much  appreciated. 

It  is  becoming  absolutely  necessary  that  a  more  com- 
modious room  for  the  library  be  provided.  Every  available 
inch  of  shelf  room  is  now  in  use,  and  many  of  the  books 
are  of  necessity  stacked  on  the  floor,  a  condition  of  affairs 
that  does  not  tend  to  preserve  the  books  in  the  best  condi- 
tion, besides  rendering  the  work  of  the  librarians  more 
difficult.
